LA  Metro’s  first  underground  pedestrian  walkway  connecting 
a major  downtown  subway  station  with  a shopping  center  is 
now  open,  marking  its  growth  as  a center  of  activity.

Fall  201  7 will  bring  new  and  much  needed  street 
reconfiguration  to  both  Main  and  Spring  St,  two  vital  arteries 
of  the  Historic  Core  and  Downtown  Los  Angeles.  LA  City 
Councilmember  Jose  Huizar,  through  the  DTLA  Forward 
intiative,  in  conjunction  with  Vision  Zero  Los  Angeles  and 
LADOT  have  been  diligently  working  on  a new  street 
configuration  that  will  significantly  decrease  the  number  of 
accidents  caused  between  motor-vehicles  and  bicycles,  while 
still  improving  the  flow  of  traffic  on  these  highly  congested 
streets.  The  street  reconfiguration  plan  proposes  to 
reorganize  the  street  to  reduce  conflicts  between  people 
walking,  bicycling,  and  driving,  add  protection  for  people 
crossing  the  street,  upgrade  the  buffered  bicycle  lanes  to 
protected  bicycle  lanes,  increase  efficiency  of  buses, 
maximize  specific  parking/loading  needs  for  businesses 
where  feasible.
